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The Shaping of An 
“Austerity International” 


IT IS NOT AN accident that in the 
very week that the leaders of the British 
Trade Union Congress at their convention 
decided to bar wage raises in their “dollar- 


short” country, President Philip Murray of 
the CIO accepted “wholeheartedly” a report of a 
Presidential fact-finding board that freezes wages 
in our dollar-rich land. The source of the policy 
and the mentality on both sides of the Atlantic 
is the same. Those who framed the Atlantic . 
military pact also inspire the 

Atlantic austerity pact for the 

millions of workers and all 

other low-incomed people. 

It should soon become 
evident to those trade union- 
ists throughout the world that 
have been induced to quit 
the World Federation of 
Trade Unions and join a 
CIO-TUC-AFL-sponsored “in- 
ternational,” that they have 
been swindled into working 
for an “austerity international.” 

Much of the oratory re- | 
ported from the British TUC convention indicates 
that there was quite a lot of cursing and slander- 
ing of the recent London dock strike. 

The TUt’s top leaders complained that the 
strike had greatly diminished the Labor govern- 
ment’s reputation in the eyes of those Americans 
who hold the pursestrings. They held the walkout 
to be especially unfortunate because it came 
shortly before the recent British-Canadian-U. S. 
talks. So, to make their wage freeze stick, they 
also asked unions to ban “wildcat” strikes. 

It remains to be seen, of course, whether the 
dock workers are the exception. But our CIO 
leaders could have given them the fraternal advice 
based on American experience for some time. For 
at least two years it has been a practice of 
nw de unions within the CIO to break the 
strikes of progressive-led unions through the offer 
of a charter to: strikebreakers and a cheap con- 
tract to the employer. That’s how Walter Reuther 
did it in his raiding operations and that’s how 
other emulated his noble example of solidarity.

THERE IS QUITE a background. to. that 
sorry moment Monday night in Pittsburgh when 
Murray announced acceptance of the fact-finders’ 
recommendations. When the present contract in 
steel was sewed up in the Spring of 1947, 
Murray boasted that it was a contribution to 
“our commitments abroad.” 

The contribution was two-year duration for 
the pact and a no-strike guarantee for the period; 
a provision for a wage reo within a year, but 
with discretion left entirely to the steel corpora- 
tions as to whether a raise should be granted; 
dropping of the demands for a welfare fund and 
only a “joint study” of the idea; and periodical 
joint meetings of the company. and union rep- 
resentatives to discuss ways to increase “efficiency.” 

It should be recalled that Murray agreed to 
tie the union's hands for a period when prices 
skyrocketed to dizzy heights. The consumers’ 
index jumped nearly 20 points in that two-year 
period. It was in the midst of that situation last 
year that the steel companies turned down the 
wage demand. And Murray just took the answer 
and that was that.
